TI. Guidance given by the Comintern to the Chinese Communist Party. 
(P, 38 = 42) 
The Chinese Communist Party usually maintains contact with the Third 
Internationale through such organs as mentioned follows; the Comintern's Far 
Eastern Bureau at Shanghai, its branch at Ticntsin, the Manehuria Province 
Committee of the Soviet Union's Comminist Purty at Harbin, the Far Eastern 
Propaganda Section at Khabarovsk and the Chinese Section in the Far Eastern 
District Commission of C.P,5.U.(TN: Dalikraikom) at Vladivostok, With the 
Profintorn, (TN: The Internationale of professional unions) the party com- 
mnicates through the Secretariat of the Pan-Pacific Labor Union in Shanghai. 
The route of communication mostly utilized by the party members scoms to 
be the ono from Shanghai to Moscow via Vladivostok, 
However, with the recent progress of bolshevization in the hinterlands it scoms 
that a method of communication by way of Central Asia or Outer Mongolia is 
now being considered. Meanwhile, represcntotives of the Chinese Communist 
Party are permanently stationed in Moscow for maintaining liaison. 
Furthermore, the Far Eastern Univorsity (which is also called Sun Yatzen or 
Chungshan University) is a source of constant supply of fresh party members 
who rendered grert services to the development of the Chinese Communist Party 
as oxpressly written tn the fore going Section l,

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Among the aboystated linison organs the Far Eastern Bureau occupics 


the most important position, The Comintern sent its agents to Shanghai in 


the beginning, but, later, following the oponing of the Sino-Soviet relations, 


an organ for Bolshevic propaganda in the Far East was established within 
Soviet Consulate-Genernl in Shanghai, and placing this organ under the 
leadership of the Comintern's Politbureau had the staff members of the 
consulate give directions to a large number of agents and "chekas", After 
the rupture of the diplomatic relations between the Soviet Union and China, 
the staff of consulategencral in Shonghai was obliged to evacuate, Before 
then on May 20, 1927, the first inaugural meeting of the Pan-Pacific Labor 
Union was held in Hankow under the direction of the Profintern, Since 
then the Pan-Pacific Labor Union took charge of the control and guidnnce 
of commnistic labor movements in the Far East. In August, 1928, the 
second gencral meeting of the Union was hold ot Vladivostok, During these 
years its secretariat continuously was being kept at Shanghai, under the - 
charge of an American communist named Earl Browder, 
In tho meantime the Comintern came to regard it necessary to create an organ 
in the Far Enst similar to the “estern European Burcau in Berlin and, sot 
up about the middle of 1929, the Far Enstern Bureau in Shanghai, The 
American communist Earl Browder wes concurrontly appointed as the secretary of 
this bureau, As Earl Erowder returned to Moscow after having attendod tho 
socond general mecting of the Pan=Pacific Labor Union hold at Vladivostok, 
a successor by the name of Noulens came over to Shanghai to assume concurs 
rently the posts of the sceretary of the Far Eastorn Bureau and of the 
secretariat of the Pan-Pacifie Labor Union, He was very activo in bolshevizing 
oriental countries and, above all, China, But on June 15, 1931, Noulens was 
arrested by the Shanghai Municipal Council police of the International Settle- 
ment, the circumstances of which event aro related in Section 1, 

It is to be noted that the reason why the Comintern located its head- 
quarters for the bolshevic activities in the East in Shanghai and later in

retals as Chu Te, Mas Tse~tung and Ho Lung, Noulens instigated riots in

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Hunan and Kiangsi Provinces as vell as corrupted local areas. Noulens dise 
patched units of the 7th and 20th of the Red Army to Taiho and Sushu 
(both place names are phonetic,lly spelt) in Kiangsi Province, and also to 
other provinces such as Fukien, Hunan, Kvangtung and Kwangsi in order to 
stir up disturbances in those areas and carry out attacks against the 
Nationalist troops, Furthermore, Communist party members vere also sent 
to Nanking for instigating rebellicn among the troops of the Air Station, 
mechanicians, pilots, nayizators and members of guard units with a vier 

y. Noulens also proposed to 
establish a Soviet district in the intersecting area of Honan, Anhui and 
Hupei Provinces and divided the money he received from the Third Inter- 
nationale among those locsl organs such as the Southern Office, (ZN: South 
China) the Changkiang Office, the Northern Office and the Kiangnan Office, 

le also instigated the masses of farmers and workers through those organs 

to give rise to a new trend for revolution and class strife, Moreover, 
Noulens stirred up workmen and disturbed public order, He gave publicity 
to the numerous slogans, such as "Dorn mith the Kuomintang!", 
"Expel puppets of the Kuomintang and Imperialism", 
"Protect the Chineso Revolution!", "Protect Soviet China!" Moreover, all 
communist movements in India, the Philippines, the Malay Archipelago, Korea, 
Annam and Japan were placed, rithout exception, under his control, 
The S.M.C. police of the International Settlement detected Noulens activities 
in June, 1931 and arrested him on June 15 in tho house at No, 235, Sun Chuan 
Road, The police then searched every house he rénted and in the building 
at No, 49, Nanking Road, it unlocked tho room No, 0-30 with a key which 
Noulens carried with him and took out three iron boxes from a cupboard made 
into the wall of the apartment, In those boxes vere found a great number of 


documents which constituted evidences of offense in the present case as 


well as four envelopes, Three of the enve lops contained respectively sums of 


800 American dollars, 150 Japanese yen and 6,84 Chineso yuan prior to this, 
at the time novlens was sent to China to become the head of the Far Eastern

(Note) 2, Noulens had the use of cight P.O, hoxes and all of them were 
boing used separately for different purposes and for communicating with the 
communist partics in the regions including Japan, Korca, Bornosa, China, the 
Philippines, Indo-China and the Strait Settloments, For example, of tho 
tro boxes "1077" and "1382" were employed solely for communicating with the 
Japanese Communist Party, the former boing used for the narnose of receiving 
the party's p:blications and other imoortant docum nty cad the latter for 
correspondence concerning the comings and goings of mossengers and so forth. 
Although the sum of monoy which is being supplied by the Comintern to 
the Chinese Communist Party is not tlearly knovn, some say that the head- 
quarters of the Chinese Commmist Party reccived from the Comintern about 


n half of its expenses since last yen in spite of its principle of self-

sufficiency. In other words, it is estimated that about 15,00, «5, dollars 


were being received per month, 

Judging from the documents found in Noulen's possession, the amount which 
he had spent during the nine months, betwoen October 1930 and the time he 
was arrestcd in June of the next year, scems not to have been less than 4 
million Mexican dollars, The money wis remitted from Berlin through tho 


Bank of Italy under the pretence that it was to be used for commercial
